_ Wuen the revised estimate for 1913-14 was laid before the Council on the 
26th March 1914, the-receipts of the year were estimated at Rs. 6,16,70,000 
and the charges at Rs. 6,25,70,000, while the anticipated closing balance was 
Rs. 3,04,30,000.
